Alpha  Phi  Alpha 


Since  it's  founding  on  December  4,  1906, 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity  Inc.  has  supplied 
voice  and  vision  to  the  struggle  of  African 
American  people  and  people  of  color 
around  the  world.  Alpha  Phi  Alpha,  the  first 
intercollegiate  Greek-lettered  organization 
for  African  Americans,  was  founded  at  Cor- 
nell University  in  Ithaca,  New  York  by  seven 
college  men  who  recognized  the  need  for  a 
strong  bond  of  brotherhood  among  African 
descendants  in  this  country.  The  visionary 
founders  are  known  as  the  "Jewels".  Alpha 
Phi  Alpha  chapters  were  at  other  colleges 
and  universities,  many  of  them  historically 
black  institutions,  soon  after  the  founding  at 
Cornell.  While  continuing  to  stress  academic 
excellence  among  its  members,  Alpha  also 
recognized  the  need  to  help  correct  the  edu- 
cational, economic,  political,  and  social  in- 
justices faced  by  African  Americans.

The  New  Kids  On  The  Block 


Sigma  Gamma  Rho  Sorority,  Inc. 
was  founded  at  Butler  University  in  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana.  Sigma  Gamma 
Rho  was  incorporated  in  December  of 
1929.  Sigma  Gamma  Rho  is  one  of  the 
youngest  of  the  Nine  National  Pan-Hel- 
lenic Greek  letter  organizations.  Seven 
distinguished  young  ladies  founded 
the  organization  with  the  idealism  that 
greater  service  resulted  in  greater 
progress.  Hence,  the  birth  of  sister- 
hood, dedicated  to  its  African  America 
brothers  and  sisters  to  help  provide  the 
means  so  that  we  may  promote  cul- 
tural awareness,  educational  and 
health  programs  and  recreational  ac- 
tivities. Today,  we  have  grown  to  over 
72,000  members  with  over  600  chap- 
ters in  the  United  States,  Bermuda,  Ba- 
hamas, and  Virgin  Islands.

The  Newest  Kid  On  The  Block 


On  September  19,  1963,  at  Morgan  State 
University,  12  students  founded  what  is  now 
the  nations  fifth  largest  predominantly  Afri- 
can American  social  service  fraternity:  lota 
Phi  Theta  Fraternity  Inc.  Even  more  uniquely, 
many  of  the  founders  were  what  are  now  re- 
ferred to  as  "Non-traditional"  students  and 
were  3-5  years  older  than  the  average  col- 
lege student.  Some  were  service  veterans 
and  some  were  married  with  small  children. 
Based  upon  their  ages,  heightened  respon- 
sibilities, and  increased  level  of  maturity,  this 
group  had  a  slightly  different  perspective 
than  the  norm  for  college  students.  It  was 
this  perspective  from  which  they  established 
the  fraternity's  purpose.  Today  lota  Phi  Theta 
consists  of  over  150  chapters  located  in  30 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  The 
scope  of  the  organization  extends  from  Cali- 
fornia to  New  York  from  Wyoming  to  Florida 
and  from  Wisconsin  to  Texas.

On  Friday  evening,  November  17,  191 1 , 
three  Howard  University  undergraduate  stu- 
dents, with  the  assistance  of  their  faculty  advi- 
sor, gave  birth  to  the  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity. 
This  event  occured  in  the  office  of  biology  Pro- 
fessor Ernest  E.  Just,  the  faculty  advisor,  in  the 
Science  Hall  (not  known  as  Thirkield  Hall).  Man- 
hood, scholarship,  perseverance  and  uplife 
were  adopted  as  cardinal  principles.  A  decision 
was  made  regarding  the  design  for  the  pin  and 
emblem,  and  thus  ended  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity.  Today  Omega 
Psi  Phi  has  chapters  around  the  globe  and  are 
seeking  the  support  of  educated  young  men 
that  chose  to  except  the  challenge  of  the 
mighty  PURPLE  and  GOLD.

Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority  was  founded 
on  January  13,  1913  by  22  collegiate  women 
at  Howard  University.  These  students 
wanted  to  use  their  collective  strength  to 
promote  academic  excellence  and  to  pro- 
vide assistance  to  persons  in  need.  The  first 
public  act  performed  by  the  Delta  founders 
involved  their  participation  in  the  Women's 
Suffrage  March  in  Washington,  D.C.,  March 
1913.  Delta  Sigma  Theta  was  Incorporated 
in  1929.

Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  at  Howard  Univer- 
sity in  Washington,  D.C.  by  three  young  African  American  male  stu- 
dents. They  wanted  to  organize  a  Greek  letter  fraternity  that  would 
truly  exemplify  the  ideals  of  brotherhood,  scholarship,  and  service. 
The  founders  deeply  wished  to  create  an  organization  that  viewed 
itself  as  "a  part  of"  the  general  community,  rather  than  "apart 
from"  the  general  community.  From  its  inception,  the  founders 
conceived  Phi  Beta  Sigma  as  a  mechanism  to  deliver  services  to 
the  community.  Today  eighty-five  years  later,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  has 
blossomed  into  an  international  organization  of  leaders.  Zeta  Phi 
Beta  Sorority  Inc.  founded  in  1920  with  the  assistance  of  Phi  Beta 
Sigma,  is  the  sister  organization.  NO  OTHER  fraternity  and  sorority 
is  constitutionally  bound  as  Sigma  and  Zeta.

Whether  It's  Sigma  Or  Zeta,  It's  All  Phi  Beta! 


Zeta  Phi  Beta  was  founded  on  the  campus  of  Howard  University  in  Washington, 
D.C.  by  five  coeds.  These  women  dared  to  depart  from  the  traditional  coalitions  for 
Black  women  and  sought  to  establish  a  new  organization  predicted  on  the  percepts 
of  Scholarship,  Service,  and  sisterly  love  and  finer  womanhood.  For  seventh-six 
years,  the  trailblazed  by  the  founders  has  been  traversed  by  thousands  of  women 
dedicated  to  the  emulation  of  the  objectives  and  ideas  of  the  Sorority.  The  sorority  is 
the  first  organization  to  charter  a  chapter  in  Africa  (1948);  to  form  adult  and  youth 
auxiliary  groups,  the  Amicae  and  Archonettes;  and  to  be  constitutionally  bound  to  a 
brother  fraternity,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Incorporated.

The  constitution  of  KAPPA  ALPHA  PSI  is  pre- 
dicted upon,  and  dedicated  to,  the  principles  of 
achievement  through  a  truly  democratic  Frater- 
nity Chartered  and  incorporated  originally  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  as  Kappa 
Alpha  Nu  on  April  15,  1911,  the  name  was 
changed  to  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  in  December

A  in  August,  Somalia  elects  its  first 
president  in  nine  years.  President 
Abdiqasim  Salad  Hassan  promises 
to  bring  peace  and  economic 
recovery  to  the  African  nation. 


Action  Party,  is  elected  president 
of  Mexico  in  July,  ending  the 
Institutional  Revolutionary  Party's 
71 -year  reign. 


A  More  than  150  world  leaders  meet 
at  the  U.N.  Millennium  Summit  in 
September  to  discuss  war,  poverty, 
disease  and  other  global  problems. 
The  meeting  is  the  largest  gathering 
of  world  leaders  in  history. 


Q  The  worst  wave  of  Middle  Eastern  violence  in  years  erupts  between 
Israelis  and  Palestinians,  leaving  more  than  350  dead.  A  visit  by  Israeli 
opposition  leader  Ariel  Sharon  to  a  Jerusalem  holy  site  on  September  28 
is  claimed  to  have  sparked  the  fighting. 


H  In  July,  an  Air  France  Concorde  supersonic  jet  catches  fire  and  crashes 
outside  Paris,  killing  113  people.  The  crash  is  blamed  on  metal  debris  which 
punctured  the  tires  and  damaged  the  fuel  tanks.

On  election  night,  several  TV 
networks  prematurely  declare  Al  Gore 
the  winner  in  Florida,  only  later  to 
reverse  themselves,  twice.  The 
fiasco  confirms  many  Americans' 
distrust  of  polling  and  early  "calling" 
of  elections. 

In  one  of  his  first  duties  as  President- 
elect, George  W.  Bush  nominates 
Colin  Powell  to  be  Secretary  of  State.

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Q  Final  touches  are  made  to  the 
International  Space  Station  for  its 
first  residents.  American  astronaut 
Bill  Shepherd  and  two  Russian 
cosmonauts  live  on  the  space  station 
for  four  months  starting  in  November.
